Education of the Disabled Children 


A Handbook was developed after identifying 
the difficulties faced by the hearing 
impaired children in integrated schools and 
special schools to assist the primary school 
teachers, teacher educators and 
educational planners in planning teaching 
of Hindi language in an integrated setting.
